CAMBRIDGE, England. Aug. 7— 
The international church 
confer­ 
ence decided Tuesday in the light 
of “tensions" such as those between 
Russia and the •west, to establish 
a commission on Internationa! af­ 
fairs as a m eans of making the 
Protestant and 
eastern 
orthodox 
voice heard in world affairs. 
Seven of the approximately 30 
members of the commission were 
named! including John Foster Du I 
lea of the United States, conference 
chairman, who said earlier in 
speech th at the United States could 
help ease world tension by giving 
up “the idea of far-flung bases 
which threaten others". 
Mr. Dulles, an American (.^legate 
to the United Nations assembly 
was appointed vice-chairman of the 
new body. 
Three oth er Americans 
were made m em bers — Methodist 
Bishop O. Brantley Oxnam of New 
York, 
Episcopal 
Bishop 
Ashton 
Oldham of Albany, N. Y„ and Dr 
Reinhold Nelbuhr, of Union The 
ological Seminary. New York. 
The three other m em bers — all 
English—are Sir Alfred Zimmern 
emeritus professor of international 
relation# at Oxford University; Dr. 
O. R. K. Bell, bishop of Chlckester, 
and John Edwards, m em ber of par­ 
liament. 
American delegates urged that 
women be considered for committee 
posts, Dr. W alter Van Kirk, secre­ 
tary of the commission on a Just 
and Durable Peace of the Federal 
Council of Churches of Christ of 
America, said Am ericans general 
ly would regret the omission of 
women. 
Mr. Dulles, speaking before the 
conference agreed to set up a com 
mission to present the position of 
the World Council of Churches in 
political and economic m atters, said 
each nation m ust exam ine its own 
attitudes to find the cause of In 
ternational stresses. 
While the United States, he said. 
m ight run “a slight risk" in aban 
doning its queat for geographic se­ 
curity. it would by restricting Its 
program of widespread bases “do 
away with the g re ater risks inher­ 
ent In the tension* 
the

H e counseled an ending of what 
he called an arm am ent race be 
tween Russia and the west.
